A child, 


seven m no ths old, was brought to the col- 
lege hospita! from the western part of this 
State, having appended to its left check a 
large mass of flesh, somewhat resembling a 
tumor. 
'Jhis mass grew more rapidly than 


ihe child itself. 
At birth it «ns no larger 


i ban an apple, but «hen brtugbt l,ere Itut 
mouth it was nearly a foot long. 
Its mr- 


face was neither smooth nor regular, but 
was dried into several globular masses, 
while pulsation 
was distinctly perceptible, 


regular and uninterrupted, from forty to a' 
hundred beats per minute. It was traversed 
by a large artery, showing that it was 
largely supplied with blood. 
The tumor 


was connected to the child's check by a pe- 
culiar caul-like membrane, pierced with 
holes, and its presence was a constant 
source of irritution to the child though sup- 
ported by the mother's baud. 
How to re- 


move this huge tumor without destroying 
tho life of the child, was tho great nurgioal 
problem. 
Tho parents, warned of tho d»n- 


ger,vter« still extremely anxious to tavo the 
frightful parasite takeu off. 
Dr. Panconst,. 


under whose charge 
the patient had been, 


placed, decided that the use of the knifo 
would result in a fatal hemorrhage, and 
determined to divide the caul-like mem- 
brane by using a French surgical instru- 
ment, the ccraseur, which, by forcing down 
the skin and bruising the vessels thorough- 
ly before the chain of tho instrument cuts 
through tbe mass, effectually prevents all 
serious bleeding. 
An immense assemblago 


of medical men, students and others, wit- 
nessed the operation. 


The child was placed under the influence 


of other, when all pulsation in tbe parasite 
waa observed tn ceise. 
The instrument 


being applied, the chain waa rapidly worked, 
until tbe puns were well compressed, and 
afterward very slowly. 
In fitteeu minutes 


the tumor came away with the instrument, 
the chmo having worked through tha con- 
necting membrane, while scarcely a drop of 
blood followed the removal, .jiud but four 
small vessels required a ligature. The sur- 
face on the left cheek was about two inches 
-qmire and the tumor weighed two and * 
half pounds. 
The whole operation was en- 


tirely successful and the child lives and has 
fully reocvered. 
But tha extraordinary 


part remains to be told. 
Tbe tumor thus 


taken off was found to contain a living 
child, imperfectly developed, it is true, tut 
still a living child. Fingers were seen and 
a portion of a rudimentary arm. 
The in- 


testines were well developed, and no doubt 
was entertained of ils being a male child. 
A body_presumed to be the heart, contain- 
ed imperfectly formed ventricles. Themes- 
enteric arteries and veins were of large sizo. 
The directing knifo came repeatedly in 
contact with the osseous matter of a rudi- 
mentary .skeleton. 
Fat wa» seen in large 


quantities everywhere. 
It WHS in fact a 


repetition of the Siamese twins only lesj per- 
fectly developed. These results were re- 
ceived with prot'cnnd astonishment by the 
crowded audience who witnessed tbe opera- 
tion.
